was at this meeting that Mayor 
Raymond Gibson was absent, 
due to a death in the family 
Council 
member 
Charles 
R 
Jones was elected to conduct 
the meeting. This deleted one 
vote on the council. 
A not. her 
vote was taken out with the 
absence of Herb Caldwell. So 
council members Brown, Lester 
Blair, and Don Garretson voted 
to approve 
the 
A PC 
Master 
Plan with changes required of 
the map. 
This was spelled out in the 
minutes to read that the area 
would remain residential with 
the 
exception 
of 
the 
now 
c x i s t i H g businesses; Todd 
F u n e r a 1 Home, Bon de d Se r v i ee 
Station , 20th Century Cleaners, 
Village Pantry, Waite 
Drugs, 
Houchins Grocery, and the Arco 
Station. 
It was a unanimous 
decision by the council that the 
zoning map would read this way 
and it was then returned to the 
APC. 
The minutes of the February 
7th meeting of the APC read 
that the City Council of Rush- 
villo has 
requested 
the 
map 
change to be residential with 
the 
listing 
of 
the 
existing 
businesses 
to 
be 
left 
com­ 
mercial. 
When the map was returned 
to the February 19th meeting, 
not all of the changes were 
made. 
and 
some 
of 
the 
residential areas were found to 
be still zoned as commercial. 
.Mrs Brown raised the question 
as to why this had not been 
done, 
but 
councilman 
Jones 
moved to accept the map and 
save making a new' one. Brown 
and Blair voted against accept­ 
ing the map, and Jones and 
Garretson 
voted 
In 
favor of 
a e e e p l a n e e . 
Councilman 
Caldwell was. absent again This 
meant that Mayor Gibson had 
to break the tie, and he voted 
in favor of accepting the map 
It was then that citizens in 
the area became aware of the 
fact that the zoning request 
changes had not been made, 
and they began signing petitions 
and channeling them through 
Mrs. 
Brown, 
who 
represents 
this 
district. 
Mrs. 
Brown, 


Councilman Blair, and residents 
of the area all went to the 
February 26th APC meeting. 
The objectors were told that 
inasmuch as the council had 
voted for the master plan, that 
they could petition the council 
to amend the map. to petition 
the APC for requested changes, 
or that the APC could them­ 
selves petition to make these 
changes. 
It was also at this 
meeting that it was learned that 
Mr. Jones, who is president of 
the 
APC. 
had 
conveyed 
the 
wishes of the council verbally. 
Council woman 
Brown 
and 
Councilman Blair both indicate 
they 
feel 
that 
the 
specific 
wishes 
of 
the 
council 
were 
never 
carried 
out, 
and 
are 
questioning the legality of the 
matter. 
Due to the fact that 
City Attorney David Malson was 
absent 
from 
the 
March 
5th 
meeting 
duo 
to 
illness, 
the 
matter wa> tabled. 
When Mrs. Brown was called 
on by the mayor to see what 
she had to bring before the 
council she stated; “You know 
why I’m here and why all of 
these people are here again To 
clear up this map We feel that 
this 
has 
not 
been 
handled 
legally and now that we have 
our attorney here for the city 
1 would like a legal opinion.” 
City Attorney David Malson 
stated 
that 
“the 
Area 
Plan 
Commission has always taken 
the position against spot zoning 
and 
they 
consider 
this 
spot 
zoning.” 
Malson (jointed out that he 
felt that the APC would not zone 
the area then because of the 
stand against such zoning. Yet 
it was repeatedly pointed out, 
not only to the council but the 
some' 35 people present, that it. 
was the legislative bodies who 
appoint the 
members to the 
APC and have power to enact 
t h e 
commissions’ 
recom­ 
mendations into law.

HOUSTON (UP!) - Declar­

fight” to preserve the office, 
President Nixon Tuesday night 
brushed aside a plea that he

Nixon also refused again to 
relinquish 42 tapes the House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
deems 
vital 
to 
its 
impeachment 
inquiry. 
But 
he 
urged 
the 
comm it tee to speed up investi­ 
gation on information it now 
has in hand on Watergate and 
resolve the issue. 
“ Dragging on W a t e r g a t e 
drags down America,” Nixon 
declared. 
In 
a 
nationally 
televised, 
hour-long 
question-and-answer 
session 
before 
a 
generally 
friendly audience of broadcast 
executives, Nixon said 
many 
Americans 
might 
share 
the 
sentiments Buckley voiced that 
he resign and get the country 
out of the ‘Watergate swamp.” 
Without 
judging 
guilt 
or 
innocence, 
Buckley 
said, 
the 
President should resign as “ an 
extraordinary act of statesman­ 
ship and courage.” 
Nixon Adamant 
He said of his mission as 
chief executive that it “would 
take courage to stand and fight 
and do the job you’ve been 
elected to do. 
And he said ho was going to 
do just that. 
Nixon scheduled a trip to the 
nearby 
Lyndon 
.B 
Johnson 
Space Center today to decorate 
America’s three newest Skylab 
astronauts 
for 
their 
longest 
ever mission in space by man 
and review plans for a joint 
U.S.-Soviet earth orbit mission 
next year. 
It was the President’s third 
trip into the country’s midsec­ 
tion in five days. Aides said he 
was determined to “go public” 
in 
hopes 
of 
blunting 
the 
congressional 
impeachment 
drive 
and 
neutralizing 
the 
Watergate scandal. 
Wide Ranging Talk 
In the wide-ranging session, 
the President; 
—Announced that the end of 
the Arab oil embargo should 
bring steadily diminishing lines 
ml the gas pumps. Forget about 
compulsory gasoline rationing. 
Service stations will open again 
on Sundays—starting this week­ 
end. 
—Chided the nine European 
Common Market nations again 
for their “go-it-aione” policies, 
and 
warned 
this 
raised 
the 
spectre 
of ‘a 
new 
sense 
of 
isolationism” 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
—Said 
American 
farmers 
‘never had it so good, and we 
want 
to 
keep 
it

— Sparred with reporters

anticipation that lifting of the 
embargo would relieve the firm 
of having to sell much of its 
crude oil to competitors under 
the 
government’s 
mandatory 
allocation program, 
“We 
are 
hopeful 
that 
the 
Federal Energy Office will now 
see fit to let us refine our own 
crude oil and allow us to supply 
our customers,” 
Bonnar said. 
“Ending 
the 
onerous 
crude 
allocation 
program 
will 
also 
provide the American consumer 
with more products, as we will 
be able to refine more gasoline, 
and jet fuel in our own, more 
efficient refineries.” 


Gulf had previously attribut­ 
ed part of its announced March 
1 price increases to increased 
costs imposed by the allocation 
program. 
The 
reductions 
announced 
today amounted to 1.5 per cent 
on distillate fuel oils, including 
kerosene 
and diesel fuels, 
5 
cents per gallon on jet fuel, and 
$1 per barrel on residual fuel 
oil.

Up front are his bucking 
Bronchos, two games removed 
from the state title and opponents 
of fifth-ranked Fort Wayne 
Northrup in the second of the 
three-game finale Saturday at 
Indiana University. 
Lafayette. 22-4 and in the state 
finals for a record 15th time, 
seeks its fourth title, first since 
1964.

semi-state 
But Lafayette surprised the 
1972 state tourney finalists, 67-62, 
then trimmed Valparaiso tor its 
first state finals berth since 1967. 
“Gary had a real fine ball club 
with a lot of talent," said Heath 
“Gene Bowen was outstanding 
against them They hit the boards 
real hard but we were able to 
stay with them, after the first few 
minutes.” 
Bowen canned 28 points against 
West including from the floor 
“Bowen’s inside play and Jim 
Fields’ outside shooting were a 
big help,” Heath said, "and our 
kids played pretty good defense.” 
Bowen has averaged 18 points a 
game but is slightly off last 
year s 59 per cent hitting from 
the field. Fields, the school’s all- 
time leading scorer, has been a 
starter for three years and now? 
averages 18 2 points per game. 
Leon Cornell, a 6-8 center, is 
one of two junior starters. Bowen 
stands 6-6, Fields 6-3. The other 
starters are Vint Vaughn and 
Dave Grenat, the other junior 
"It’S 'definitely the best team 
I’ve had because we have more 
height than in a long time and 
because our defense has been 
good.” said Heath. "They’re a 
fine bunch of young men with a 
lot of determina lion.”

The Good Samaritan story was re-enacted 
in Rushvilie this week Wilbur Moore, R. 3, 
was en route to his work at the local Post 
Office when he happened to glance down east, 
near where the dam is across Flat Rock 
River. He saw’ what he thought was a hand 
wa ving. He stopped his car, looked again, and 
saw that it was a man in trouble. He parked 
on Fort Wayne Road, walked down the hill 
and saw that the man was injured and was 
struggling to crawl up the hill. 
Matt Easley, Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Mathew Easley, Fort Wayne Road is a 
Marine on active duty He is home on leave, 
and had gone down to Flat Rock River on his 
father’s farm to do target practice. It had 
been raining, he slipped in the mud, his gun 
had gone off, and the bullet had gone across 
his feet making walking exceedingly painful. 
He had crawled slowly across the field and 
was painfully making his way up the hill 
when Mr Moore noticed him. 
Even though Mr. Easley was much 
heavier, Mr. Moore carried him up the hill, 
put him in his car, and took him to the 
Emergency Room at the Rush Memorial 
Hospital Since he was in active service in the 
Marine Corps, he was transferred to Fort 
Benjamin Harrison for treatment. The 
physician in charge there said that it was 
very fortunate in as much as the bullet had 
gone across the foot rather than from top to 
bottom. Had it done this it would have 
pierced the bone and caused great delay in 
healing 
When Mr. Moore found him, he was dazed 
and in shock from cold and exposure. Mr. 
Moore immediately recognized him for he 
had been a member of his Babe Ruth baseball 
team and was one of the good players who 
attended every game. 
While Mr. Moore carried and dragged him 
up the hill, cars stopped and people gathered 
but no one offered to help. After taking Mr. 
Easley to the hospital Mr. Moore went on to 
work and had much explaining to do, 
justifing why be appeared for work covered 
with mud. 
Pearl Christmas sent in her recipe for 
Simple Bread.

Simple Bread 
2*2 cups of warm water 
2 packages of dry yeast 
*2 cup of instant dry milk 
1 tablespoon of honey 
1-3 cup of cooking oil 
1 tablespoon of salt 
>4 cup of wheat germ 
7 to 7V2 cups of flour 
Measure water in large mixing bowl, 
sprinkle yeast over water, add dry milk, 
honey, salt, oil, and 314 cup of the flour. Stir 
with a wooden spoon to make a batter. Blend 
well Beat three minutes at medium speed on 
the mixer. Add by hand the wheat germ and 
remaining flour, Add gradually to form a stiff 
dough. Toss dough on a floured surface, until 
it is no longer sticky. Knead until smooth 
which will be about twro minutes. Divide the 
dough in half, seal edges, place seam down in 
two well greased 84 by 44 pans. Cover, let 
rise in warm place until double. Bake at 375 - 
for 40 minutes*. Remove from the oven, set a 
few minutes then turn on wire rack. Brush 
with butter and let cool

WHITEWATER VALLEY DEVELOPMENT 
The new big dam just north of Brookville which has 
been a project of the Federal Government under 
supervision of U. S. Department of Engineering for the 
past several years is now completed and water has 
begun to fill this huge impoundment. The water will foe 
quite deep at the edge of the Dam which is about one 
mile northeast of Brookville across a valley and will 
back up water almost to the very doorstep of 
Connersville. There have been some homes and lands 
purchased and evacuated by the U. S. Government. One 
little town called Fairfield lying almost directly east of 
Laurel will be completely inundated. 
In all of this fertile valley were many rich acres of 
farm land many of which had been owned by families 
through several generations and continued some very 
elaborate and substantial dwellings and farm type 
structures. 
Of course as the water fills, the area will all be covered 
and these places known to many people will be just a 
memory and to coming genera tios will hold no affection 
whatsoever People in years ahead will skim over the 
waters which will cover memories of many people and 
areas which have affected many lives. 
Many people in the Whitewater Valley view the 
coming of the Brookville reservoir with different 
feelings and different opinions. For those who have been 
displaced from their homes and their lands it is quite 
easy and understandable to know how many of these 
people view this undertaking. 
To the people looking for recreation and fun and to the 
people who have not known the area as it was in other 
times—another viewpoint is apparent. To those who can 
understand the value of water impoundment across the 
lands of our country still another viewpoint is brought to 
bear. 
To those who are looking to make a fast buck simply 
because water is an attraction for the sportsman, for the 
boating enthusiast, for the fisherman and others who 
simply enjoy this recreation, another viewpoint must be 
recognized. 
Then the viewpoint of those who live in the area who 
feel a disturbing apprehension over the influx of the 
great many people who will certainly be drawn to the 
area with this dam building, perhaps still another 
viewpoint can be thrown into the pot. 
Now we’ll have to stand by and see what comes of it 
all. If good planning has been done, if good ground work 
has been laid, if good preparation for the coming of those- 
who certainly will arrive in great numbers for this water 
attraction then it will be good. If the planning has been 
poor or if there has been no1 management at all then it 
may not be so good. We ll have to sit back and see.
